1 . Quoting MPEP 2144.01 , under the heading "RATIONALE DIFFERENT FROM

different problem. It is not necessary that the prior art suggest the combination to 
achieve the same advantage or result discovered by applicant. In re Linter, 458 F.2d 
1013, 173 USPQ 560 (CCPA 1972)". 

2. The references relied upon, as well as the instant invention, all are in the 
technical field of apparatuses for mixing and maintaining particulates in liquid 
suspension.
